On Monday the various 
parts of 


the scaffold, which have lain In the 
basement of the courthouse since the 
execution of "Wilbur Minney on July 
25, 1907, were gathered together and 
the scaffold was temporarily erected

basement. 
On /Wednesday 


morning- the parts were moved to th& 
jail, and shortly after noon on "Wed- 
nesday all the prisoners were Joc«ed 
In their cells, where they remained 
until after the hanging. As s.oon as all 
the prisoners had been locked up, ^ the. 
erection of the scaffold In the central 
part of the jail \vas begun. It requir- 
ed about two hours to get everything 
reafly for the execution. 
This work 


was in charge of B. F. Humbert, the 
contractor. 


Heretofore the scaffold has always 


been erected in the extreme eastern, 
pait of the bull pen, but owing to the 
Cact that Harris' cell was the farthest 
one away. It was erected in this in- 
stance almost in the exact center of 
tho inclosure

and after It 
had 
been 
completed, 


hundreds of persons who could not 
attend the execution today visited the 
jail In or^er to see the Instrument of 
death that was to remove John Har- 
ris from the land of the living.

John "Harris was born near Spottsyl- 


vanla Courthouse, Virginia, In Septem- 
ber, 1881. 
His parents wero poor, 


and so he attended school very little. 
Until the time when, he was 20 years 
of age he worked on the surrounding 
farms and In the sawmills 
of that 


section, of Virginia. 
Shortly after he 


had passed his 20th birthday he came 
to Pennsylvania, going to work on j. 
farm in Chester County where he 
staid until 1904, Later 
he started 


to work in digging tunnels and sink- 
Ing shafts In Pennsylvania and New 
York states, in which he was eng-agerl 
of£ and on until 
the

Isabella on May 31, 1312. 


The crime- of which he was 
con- 


victed was wilful, deliberate and pre- 
meditated murder.- On the afternoon

automatic pistol In his hand. He was 
making* threats to kill all the negroes 
on the hill 
Later in the dAy

"Burly Coon," and "Bull Pen Reuben " 
That evening- he»finally met Jones 
and they had words at the house of 
Harris Colcman, 
After a time the 


quarrel was seemingly patched 
up, 


and Jones Invited Harris to come to 
hla house to have a bottle of beer, 
"just to show there were no 
hard 


feelings." 
Harris agreed, and Jones 


started out of the door. As Jones did 
so Harris stepped to one side of tho 
d.ooi\\ay, drew the pistol from 
his 


pocket and deliberately 
fired,

bullet entering: the cheat cavity, pene- 
trating the right lung. Jones died on 
his way to the hospital. 


Harris left the4 house shortly after
